_ ARE MASSED AT GIBRALTAR 


British Carriers Argus, Formidable 
and Battleships Nelson, King 
George V Reported in Fieet. 


LONDON, May 20 (AP).—The 
Berlin radio, obviously seeking in- 
formation, reported today that 72 
lots | ships, including the British aircraft 
carriers Argus and Formidable and 
the battleships Nelson and King 
George V, were in the port of Gi- 
braltar today. The broadcast 
claims, which had no Allied con- 
firmation, were recorded by the 
Associafed Press. 

The report, attributed to Span- 
ish correspondents, said that 25 of 
the ships arrived this morning 
from the direction of the Mediter- 
ranean and that one American and 
two British merchant ships were 
damaged. A British destroyer also 
was damaged, it was reported. 
The fleet included tankers, mer- 
chantmen and transport vessels, 
the battleships and aircraft car- 
riers, 22 cruisers, 18 British de- 
stroyers and some American de- 
stroyers, the broadcast said.

A Japanese reporter’s dispatch 
said there was “not a single man 
free of some wound” when Jap- 
anese troops retreated from ex- 
posed positions along the beach in 
one sector.

DETROIT, May 20 (AP.) — 
Strikes by members of the United 
Automobile Workers (CIO) who 
claimed that collective bargaining 
had “completely broken down” 
caused the closing of three plants 
of Chrysler Corporation here today 
affecting some 14,500 workers. 

Approximately 4000 employes of 
the Kercheval and Jefferson plants 
walked out.and established picket 
lines at gates of the factories.

650,000 DRAFT ELIGIBLES SAID

Figures Given by Educator in Na- 
tionwide Tour on Train- 
ing of Draftees. 


SACRAMENTO, May 20 (AP).—

Early today when water began 
to rise in the second lot, workers 
coming off their jobs at 7 a. m. 
volunteered for similar service, and 
the vehicles were moved from that 
lot also. The two lots are capable 
of holding some 10,000 _ trucks, 
which are placed in a sort of pool 
here awaiting shipment to Army 
camps and the fighting fronts. . 
Estimates today were that the 
total land inundated in St. Louis 
and S8t.

More than 300 families have 
evacuated their homes in St. 
Charles County, taking with them 
their possessions or leaving them 
to be picked up later by trucks or 
Coast Guard boats. 

Paul M. Bernard, St. Louis Coun- 
ty Extension Agent, said that he 
believed about 12,000 of the 15,000 
acres of bottom land in St. Louis 
county was under water with a 
loss that he expected would sur- 
pass $3,500,000 if the anticipated 
crest of the Missouri River is 
reached. 


A “Knockout Blow.” 


“This is the first time in history 
that we have had two major floods 
in successive years,” Bernard said, 
“and it’s like a knockout blow to 
the farmers in this area.” 

Robert <A. Langenbacher, St. 
Charles County extension agent, 
expected the damage in the county 
to exceed $2,000,000. He said that 
families were being evacuated 
lalong the entire stretch of the Mis- 
sissippi River in St, Charles Coun- 
ty, as well as along the Missouri,, 
where levees were breaking hourly. 
He received a call this morning 
from Missouri Point, on the Mis- 
sissippi River near its confluence 
with the Missouri, asking for as- 
sistance for about 12 families ma- 
rooned by water which rose dur- 
ing the night.

Southeast Sections Af.- 
fected — Thousands 
Forced From Homes. 


Swelling floods in Central Mis- 
souri, in the Joplin lead belt and 
in the White River resort area of 
Southwest Missouri, kept  thou- 
sands of persons from their inun- 
dated homes today, and blocked 
railroad and highway traffic in all 
parts of the State except the 
northwestern and southeastern 
sections, the latter threatened by 
the rising Mississippi River. 

The Osage River basin of Cen- 
tral Missouri, with Bagnell Dam 
and the Union Electric Co. power 
plant, had the highest watermarks 
on record. Pent-up waters of the 
Lake of the Ozarks submerged 
United States Highway 54, three 
miles north of the dam, to a 
Tuscumbia, 
county seat of Miller County, was 
cut off by the flooding of State 
Highway 52 from Eldon, 

East of Jefferson City, the swirl- 
ing Osage waters cut off traffic 
to St. Louis over U. S. 50. North 
of the Missouri River, U. 8. 40, 
\he other cross-state highway, was 
water-blocked near Boonville and 
Sweet Springs. 

VU. 8S. 66, St. Louis-Springfield 
highway, was reduced to one-way 
traffic at some points. VU. S. 71 
was closed between Joplin and 
Neosho and at points near Lamar, 
and alternate Route 71 was 
blocked near Carthage. State No. 
19 was under water north of Her- 
mann, Many lesser routes in the 
counties along the Missouri River 
were out of use, 

Trains Canceled, 

‘The Frisco and Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas railroads canceled their 
Texas Special and Bluebonnet 
trains, which run over the Frisco 
between St. Louis and Vinita, Ok., 
and which carry a large volume 
of through passenger traffic be- 
tween St. Louis, Oklahoma and 
Texas points. The M.-K.-T. also 
canceled its Katy Flyer, which 
operates over its own tracks along 
the north bank of the Missouri 
River between St. Charles and 
Boonville, 

The Burlington safter washouts 
along its St. Lotis-Hannibal line, 
which runs along the west bank 
of the Mississippi, re-routed its 
trains over the Wabash. The Bur-

ARMY OFFICER 
WIFE MURDERED 
AFTER ASSAULT 


Suspect Shoots Himself to 
Death as Policemen 
Close In on Him at 
Nashville, Tenn. 


TULLAHOMA, Tenn., May. 2 
(AP). — A Negro, identified by 
police as George (Slim) .Johnson, 
cafe operator sought in the assault- 
killing of an Army IHeutenant’s 19- 
year-old wife,. shot and. fatally 
wounded himself in Nashville to- 
day. when police there sought to 
arrest him. 

The Negro was sought in connec- 
tion with the killing of Mrs. Norma 
Faye Scoggin of Moines, Ia., 
whose body, with two bullet 
wounds in the breast and her head 
beaten, was found under a brush 
heap ner here yesterday. Her hus- 


band is Lieut. George Scoggin, sta- 
tioned at Camp Forest. 

Patrolmen Harold D. Stringfel- 
low and C, P. Lynch of Nashville, 
took Johnson into custody after 
he had fired a bullet into his head 
on their approach at a bus station. 

The officers said the man drew 
a pistol when they approached and 
backed against a wall, but when 
ordered to drop the weapon, fired 
at his own head. Johnson died at 
a hospital several hours later, 
shortly after he had been served 
with a murder. warrant. 

Information involving Johnson, 
Police Chief W. C, Hale said here, 
was given by Pittman Ward, 20- 
year-old Negro civilian, who is held 
as a material witness in the case, 

Hale quoted Ward as saying that 
Johnson commandeered an auto 
mobile in which Ward and a Negro 
soldier had been riding and made 
them drive him and Mrs. Scoggin, 
who was picked up later, to the 
point where the killing occurred. 

As news of the crime spread last 
night a crowd, estimated by Hale 
at 200 persons, gathered around the 
Coffee County jail at Manchester 
demanding that the alleged killer 
be turned over to them.

Louis, who handled the bill on the 
fioor for the teachers, explained 
that it would permit educational 
improvements in St. Louis by the 
 tmmediate retirement of 323 teach- 
ers who had reached the age of 70 
and whose places would be taken 
by younger teachers with a more 
modern educational outlook. He 
gaid that approximately 3000 teach- 
ers and 1500 other employes would 
come under the provisions of the 
law. 

Webbe opposed the bill on the 
ground that it would prove expen- 
sive. He said he had been unable 
to obtain a satisfactory estimate 
of the cost to the school funds, but 
he based-an estimate of nearly a 
million dollars on the cost of the 
police pension fund to the taxpay- 
ers, which, he said, was about $500,- 
000 a year. The police fund cov- 
ered only 1800 employes, he said. 

He expressed the fear that addi- 
tional taxation would be needed to 
treet the requirements of the pen- 
sion fund, asserting that the Board 
of Education had been operating 


the schools at a cost in excess of | 


current revenues, and that for a 
mumber of years it had\been neces- 
gary to dip into the board’s surplus 
to meet the deficits. 

Allison complained that no Sen- 
ator had explained the 
working of the pension .system, 
that the demand for the passage 
of the bill without such explana- 
tion “smacked of railroading,” and 
that it was a “vicious method of 
legislating beneath the dignity of 
the Senate.”

ing the Kiel raid last week. 

Six of the big American bombers 
failed to return.

This action represents a con- 
tinuation of the fight by the wel- 
fare association and the Missouri 
Council of Churches for increased 
funds for Missouri's families on re- 
Nef. The two groups and the 
State Social Security Commission 
Were unsuccessful in attempting to 
have the $5,711,400 figure adopted 
by the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives, which on May 7 fixed 
the 1943-44 biennial allot: ent for 
Wirect relief at $3,250,000, an appro- 
priation which, the welfare asso- 
ciation says, means 4cent meals 
Zor persons on relief. 

Declaring “the $3,250,000 appro- 
priated by the House is not ade- 
quate to maintain standards of 

and health for 22,500 un- 
employable dependent citizens of 
Missouri, whom are ap- 
proximately 5000 children,” the 
resolution urged the Senate to -or- 
rect the deplorable action taken 
by the House in failing to recog- 
nize and provide for this obvious 
need.” 


The state of Missouri, the resolu- 
tion continued, “has already ac- 
cepted the responsibility, through 
the creation of certain programs, 
to make provision for its needy 
citizenry, particularly the children 


Adoption of the resolution fol- 
lowed a vigorous half-houp speech 
by the Rev. Charles C, Wilson, pas- 
tor of Trinity Episcopal Church, 
Kirksville, Mo., who is leader of 
the statewide protest now being 
presented to the Senate hearing.

People of U. S. Can Force 
World Order That Will 
Control War, W. W. 
Grant Says. 


W. W. Grant, a Denver lawyer, 
discussing the basis for lasting 
world peace, asked his fellow Ro- 
tarians at the general session of 
the Rotary International conven- 
tion today: “Will the good will that 
we profess toward ali the world re- 


main, even though it may en- 
danger the values of material prop- 
erty; or when it hits our pocket- 
books, even though in the long run 
it may create greater prosperity?” 
The alternative to carrying Ro- 
tary’s principles of selfless service 
to general application, he told the 
meeting at Kiel Auditorium, is “to 
strive to the breaking point with- 
out any idea of what we are fight- 
ing for, to fight simply for the 
privilege of not fighting.” Such a 
negative approach to the world 
crisis, he indicated, would be to 
fight in vain, for nothing but the 
inevitability of another war. 

“We must be prepared for 
peace,” he said, “because, as we 
can’t fight.a war without prepa- 
ration, we can’t make a satisfac- 
tory peace without preparation. 
One of the greatest obstacles 
the League of Nations was the 
fact tha@it was sprung on the 
country after the war had been 
won; the people were not prepared 
for it, and its ultimate importance 
was minimized. The league was an 
ideal We went into the World 
War because we wanted to end 
war. We still want to end war; 
but this time we must make prep- 
arations to do so. 

“There will be tremendous ob- 
stacles. However, if the people of 
this country will make up their 
minds to have a world order that 
will control war—regardless of 
cost and even at the expense of 
cerain so-called attributes of sove- 
reignty—they will get it.”

LONDON, May 20 (AP).—Wil- 
liam Halcrow, British engineer 
and world authority on dam design, 
said two years probably would be 
required to repair damage done 
by the Royal Air Force’s blasting 
of Germany’s Moehne and Eder 
dams Sunday. 

The Germans said yesterday that 
casualties in the dam-bursting now 
totaled 711 persons, with 36 still 


missing. The Germans in their 
radio broadcasts reported that 341 
of the casualties were prisoners 
of war. 

“The original assumption of a 
greater number of victims is ex- 
plained by the fact that in parts of 
the stricken areas residents fled to 
the woods and at first were con- 
sidered missing,” said a German 
dispatch broadcast from Berlin. 
Swiss Paper Puts Toll Higher. 
The newspaper Der Bund of 
Bern, Switzerland, in an undated 
dispatch said the dams breached 
by R. A. F. mines supplied 70 per 
cent of the electric power and wa- 
ter supply for Ruhr industry. 
Thousands of persons were 
killed and hundreds of thousands 
were made homeless by _ the 
catastrophe, it said, adding: 
“Because the flood was wun- 
leashed so suddenly, almost no 
help could be brought. The whole 
province, which is one of the most 
thickly populated in Germany and 
has the biggest railroad and canal 
networks, was brought to a pitiable 
condition.” 

Latest reports indicated that 
canals will not be usable for a 
long time, the Swiss paper added. 

Heavy Traffic on Canals. 

An editorial in the German news- 
paper Frankfurter Zeitung, re- 
ceived in Bern, said increased use 
of canals had prevented dangerous 
overloading of German railroads, 

The editorial was printed the 
same day that the Germans an- 
nounced the attack, and apparent- 


inside page. It told of the “very 
lively” traffic.on canals. 

Because of the constantly in- 
creasing loads on their worn roll- 
ing stock, the Reich’s railroads 
were finally compelled to make a 
rule of carrying goods only when 
it was impossible to ship by water.

Bombing to Go On by 
Day and Night, He Says, 
Supplementing Church- 
ill Statement. 


LONDON, May 20 (AP).—De- 
scribing Winston Churchill as “the 
greatest Englishman of our time,” 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
declared today he had no doubt

United States “will, like his pre- 


vious travels, bring lasting cain to 
the Allied cause.” 

Addressing a Conservative party 
conference, Eden struck a keynote 
of confidence that the coming 
months would see an ever-increas- 
ing Allied air offensive against 
Europe — an objective that 
Ctiurchill indicated yesterday in 
his Washington statement in which 
he said it would be worthy of ex- 
periment to attempt to bomb the 
Axis out of the war. 

Around the Map Bombing. 

Declaring that Germany already 
was being bombed not only around 
the clock but around the map, 
Eden said: 

“Let me assure Germauy that 
despite what Hitler and Goebbels 
are saying the Royal Air Force 
bomber command still is gather- 
ing strength. As the months pass 
our enemies will feel its blow ever 
more heavily. 

“We know what is best for Ger- 
many—bombing by day and night 
ceaselessly and continuously, hour 
by hour, ‘until the war is won. 

“That is the program we have 
prepared for Germany.” 

Turning to Italy, he said: “Nor 
will Mussolini be forgotten.” 

Commenting on the turning tide 
fin the battle of the Atlantic, an- 
other factor ‘mentioned by Churchill 
in his address to Congress, Eden 
asserted, “our ship construction is 
mounting, our merchant shipping 
losses are decreasing, and sinking 
of U-boats is increasing.” 


Russia’s Air Efforts Noted. 

Praising Soviet Russia for bat- 
tle successes, Eden said it was 
most encouraging that the U. S. 
S. R. was joining in the air of- 
fensive against Germany from the 
East. 

Tersely reviewing the whole war 
situation, Eden described opera- 
tions as unparalleled in teir 
scope and added that recent suc- 
cesses on all fronts resulted from 
“close unity of purpose and action 
among the United Nations.° 

“Sea, land and air forces of the 
Allies have been welded into a 
single effective instrument of war,” 
he said. “More than this, the en- 
ergy and vision of our leaders, the 
courage and good sense of our peo- 
ples have bound together the 
United Nations in a brotherhood 
of arms whose single purpose is 
final victory over the Axis in every 
part of the world.” 

He described the American at- 
tack on Attu as an operation 
“which will, we trust, drive the 
Japanese from the Aleutian Is- 
lands.” 

The Conservative party confer- 
ence, told by Eden that “we are 
met at a time in our national af- 
fairs when it’s proper to rejoice,” 
cabled Churchill, expressing “loyal 
and unabated support.” 

Heavier Air War Foreseen. 

Churchill's statement regarding 
the possibility of bombing the Axis 
out of the war was regarded here 
generally as a forecast of heavier 
and heavier aerial blows. 

The comment recalled to air ob- 
gervers here that a year ago Air 
Marshal Sir Arthur T. Harris as- 
gerted 1000 bombers operating 
nightly for a month could blast 
Germany into submission. 

Although a spokesman at the Air 
Ministry was noncommittal as to 
whether the theory might be test- 
ed, some observers pointed out that 
mounting Allied aircraft produc- 
tion might provide the necessary 
planes by the end of this year. 

The ministry spokesman said the 
current aerial offensive against 
Europe was a part of the general 
war policy and had the approval of 
Churchill. 

“The Prime Minister has always 
seen the value of aircraft,” the 
spokesman concluded. 

Some observers said Churchill, 
whose air-mindedness was instru- 
mental in development of the fleet 
air arm, had definite views re- 

‘garding the future employment of 
air power, which in his Washing- 
ton speech he called “a major fac- 
tor in the process of victory.” 


Press Comment on Speech. 

London newspapers called the 
Prime Minister's address “stimu- 
lating, inspiring and purposeful” 
and underlined editorially his call 
for complete Allied unity. 

“Unification of strength and ef- 
fort is the “key to victory,” the 
Daily Herald commented, and the 
News Chronicle asserted “Church- 
ill showed that the British Govern- 
ment fully realizes this necessity.” 

A Times editorial said the speech 
“supplied an answer candid and 
cogent to some recent complaints” 
that the war in the East was being 
sacrificed for the war in the West 
and “energetically repudiated any 
suspicion that there is a lack of 
resolution in the British attitude 
to Asiatic campaigns.” 

The Daily Telegraph said the 
speech showed Churchill was “ever 
more clearly the embodiment of 
that close, resolute co-operation 
with the United States on which 
depends really-agreed strategy be- 
tween us and therefore the beést 
chance of shortening the war and 
of winning the peace.” 


CHURCHILL MEET 
WITH MEMBERS OE 
PADI. COUNCIL 


Mo One at Meeting Indi- 
cates if Any Decisions 
on War Strategy Were 
Made. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
Members of the Pacific War Coun- 
cil, meeting with President Roose- 
velt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King of 
Canada, surveyed the war picture 
today, but none would say wheth- 
er they received a good idea about 
future plans for the Pacific. 


Churchill’s attendance at the 
meeting underscored his statement 
to Congress yesterday that Brit- 
ain means to stay in the war until 
Japan is conquered and its war 
industries and cities are reduced 
to ashes. 

Asked as he left the White House 
whether there was any special look 
into the future, Lord Halifax, the 
British Ambassador, replied: 

“The past, present and future 
were all examined. It was really 
a general review of the whole situ- 
ation, with the advantage of Prime 
Minister Churchill and Prime Min- 
ister King being there to have a 
wider look around than we always 
have.” 

The council, whose members rep- 
resent all the nations actively en- 
gaged in Pacific war operations, 
meets regularly at the White 
House, 

Later in the day, Churchill was 
to meet all the representatives in 
Washington of the British domin- 
ions as well as his own chiefs of 
staff.

UNION HEAD SAYS CONFUSION 
HURTS AUTO WORKERS’ MORALE 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
President R. J. Thomas of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers said 


yesterday that expansion of war 
production in the ‘automobile in- 
dustry “has been halted while con- 
version is still incomplete—while 
men, machines and materials are 
available for at least a 40 per cent 
expansion of output. With the 
war mounting to a climax, the 
workers are told that they have 
been producing too much—that 
possibly the auto industry should 
begin to convert again to the pro- 
duction of passenger cars.” 

The union leader asserted “this 
continuation of peacetime inter- 
ests” was found not exclusively 
“among leaders of industrial cor- 
porations” but in certain adminis- 
trative agencies charged with re- 
sponsibility for the war effort. 

Morale of workers in industry 
“ig at the lowest ebb since Pearl 
Harbor,” Thomas said, adding he 
believed this is due to “chaotic” 
conditions in various governmental 
war agencies. “I believe the mo- 
rale of workers will continue to 
get worse unless Congress works 
out these problems,” Thomas as- 
serted. 

Thomas testified before a Senate 
Military Affairs subcommittee in 
support of a measure to establish 
an office of war mobilization that 
would take precedence over the 
War Production Board, Selective 
Service and other war agencies.

HEARD CHURCHILL ON RADIO 


NEW YORK, May 20 (AP).—The 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
said last night that a survey indi- 
cated that Prime Minister Church- 
ill had a radio audience of 14,-

72 AXIS PLANES DESTROYED 
BY U. S. FLYERS FROM AFRICA 


Americans Hit in Force ‘at Air Fields on 
Sicily and Sardinia, Losing Only 
Four Aircraft. 


By NOLAND NORGAARD 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, May 20 (AP).— 
American fighters and bombers de- 
stroyed 72 Axis planes yesterday 
in the greatest aerial blow they 
have inflicted since the collapse of 
the German and Italian ground 
forces in North Africa, it was an- 
nounced today. ats 

Twenty-nine planes were shot 
down in fierce dogfights off Sicily 
and Sardinia in an area where the 


Germans and Italians have con- 
centrated hundreds of aircraft in 
an attempt te stem the great and 
continuing Allied aerial onslaught 
and at least 44 others were de- 
stroyed on the ground. 

For the first time since the fall 
of Tunisia, enemy aircraft rose in 
large numbers to challenge Allied 
domination of the skies over Sar- 
dinia and Sicily, and their squad- 
rons were ripped to pieces in what 
official sources described as “sev- 
eral long and grueling dog fights.” 

Fifty Axis fighters jumped Fly- 
ing Fortresses, which bombed the 
Milo air field near Trapani, Sicily, 
and more than 30 fighters attacked 
Marauders and Warhawks when 
the Americans bombed Monser- 
rato, Elmas air field and the har- 
bor of Cagliari, in Southern Sar- 
dinia. 

Four U. S. Pines Lost. 

Four American planes were lost 
in all these operations, 

Thirty-seven of the Axis planes 
destroyed on the ground were on 
the Milo field. At Milas air field, 
in Central Sardinia, “Mitchells 
scored direct hits on at least six 
grounded planes and at Villacidro, 
25 miles northwest of Cagliari, 
where approximately §0 planes 
were parked, hits were geen all 
over the dispersal] area, and sev- 
eral explosions were observed in 
fue] dumps. 

A British Beaufighter patrolling 
the Eastern Sardinian coast en- 
five torpedocarrying 
Junkers 88s, Itt destroyed one, 
probably destroyed a second and 
damaged a third, making the en- 
emy’s losses for the day in the 
Mediterranean theater 73 planes. 

The 28 others shot down in 
combat were bagged by American 
bombers and their fighter escorts 
in the raids on Italy’s island out- 
posts. 

Battle Off Sicily. 

The biggest fight of the day 
occurred between the Sicilian coast 
and the Egadi Islands, when 50 
enemy fighters attacked Fortresses 
which had just bombed Milo Field. 

The Fortress gunners shot down 
10 and P-38 Lightnings which were 
escorting damaged three more in a 
spectacular running battle which 
continued 20 minutes, with the op- 
posing forces flying at heights 
ranging from sea level to: 24,000 
feet. 

Destruction of one of the enemy 
fighters was credited to Sergt. 
Gratten E. Gibbs of 206 Virginia 
street, East Alton, Ill., a gunner in 
a Fortress. Another fell under the 
guns of Staff Sergt. Orville R. 
Hester Of Joplin, Mo., also a For- 
tress gunner. 

A Malta communique said Brit- 
ish fighters attacked shipping, rail- 
way and road communications in 
Sicily yesterday. One locomotive 


was left enveloped in steam and 


smoke. 


Enemy Claims. 

Fourteen Allied aircraft were 
said by the German high com- 
mand to have been destroyed yes- 
terday in the coastal regions of 
Sardinia and Sicily. 

The Italian high command said 
in a communique broadcast from 
Rome that Axis planes torpedoed 
and probably sank two medium- 
sized Allied steamers off the Al- 
gerian coast and heavily damaged 
a third vessel of 10,000 tons. . 

The Italian bulletin said the 
ports of Sfax, Tunisia and Oran, 
Algeria, were “effectively attacked 
by Axis bombers.” : 

“Some casualties and small dam- 
age were caused at Trapani 
(Sicily), in the region of Cam- 
pidano (Sardinia) and in Cagliari 
Province by enemy aircraft which 
were strongly engaged by Italian 
and German fighters and suffered 
a total loss of 13 machines,” the 
communique said, “A four-engined 
bomber also was destroyed over 
Sicily by anti-aircraft defenses.” 


SUMMARY OF AIR 
WAR IN TUNISIA 


LONDON, May 20 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry in a “Tuniéian balance 
sheet” said today the victorious 
African campaign demonstrated 
that the Allies had the right types 
of aircraft, pilots and crews, with 
enough ability. and co-ordination 
to “meet all phases of this new 
form of co-ordinated warfare.” 

It said that in the six months 
from the African landings to the 
end of the drive May 7, a total of 
1696 enemy planes had been de- 
stroyed in combat compared to a 
loss of 567 Allied aircraft. Un- 
official but authoritative estimates 
showed at least as many more 
Axis planes were demolished on 
the ground. 

In the same period, North Afri- 
can air forces dropped more than 
10,000 tons of bombs on docks, ship- 
ping, landing grounds, supply bases 
and enemy armor, transport and 
front line positions. | 

At least 95 ships were sunk in 
air attacks by the Allies, including 
the Italian cruiser Trieste and 
seven destroyers. 

The greatest single day’s air of- 
fensive was on May 6 when the 
Allied ground forces, driving into 
Tunis and Bizerte, had the way 
opened by a carpet of bombs four 
miles long, 1000 yards wide and 
requiring 2500 sorties and 625 tons 
of bombs. 

“The greatest lesson learned from 
the North African campaign,” the 
summary said, “is that provided 
local air superiority is achieved, 
no army can withstand a strong at- 
tack if the attack followed well- 
planned air bombardment.”

Brooklyn. 

When he arrived at the hospi- 
tal the Marine was taken to the 
room of the patient, and the nurse 
closed the door quickly after an- 
nouncing: “Your son is here to see 
you, Mr, Hart.” 


Walter Hart soon went to sleep 
holding the hand of Marine Robert 
Hart. The nurse came back to tell 
the young man his visit had done 
the patient a lot of good. 


“I’m glad I helped,” he told her, 
“but you know, this man is not 
my father. Once I was here I had 
to stay, of course. He didn’t know 
the difference, and I think it did 
help him to think I was his son.” 

Now the right Robert Hart is at 
his father’s bedside.

LEAR) PROMOTION 
CONFIRMED OVER 
ULARK 9 OBJECTION 


Missourian Sought to 
-Block Senate Approval 
Because of Yoo-Hoo In- 
cident. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
Over the vigorous objection of 
Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
the Senate confirmed today Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's advancement of 
Maj. Gen. Ben Lear to thetempo- 
rary rank of Lieutenant General 
in the Army. Clark declared Lear 
had demonstrated he was “unfit 
to hold that high rank” by the 
discipline he administered a group 
of soldiers for yoo-hooing at some 
girl golfers clad in shorts. 

The incident occurred near Mem- 
phis, Tenn. in 1941 when the 
Thirty-fifth Division was return- 
ing to Camp Robinson, Ark., from 
extended maneuvers. 

Lear, playing golf in civilian 
clothes, ran out to reprimand the 
men, Clark said, and after they 
disregarded him, later ordered the 
entire truck convoy returned to 
Memphis, from which point the 
men were ordered to walk part of 
the way to Camp Robinson on 
foot. 

Clark’s opposition had held up 
Senate confirmation of Lear’s pro- 
motion for a week. The punish- 
ment ordered by Lear, he said, 
was contrary to the articles of 
war, and punished the innocent 
along with the guilty. He also 
charged that Lear had been unfair 
in his treatment of National Guard 
officers and men, 

Assails Lear’s Record. 

“My observation of the recorc of 
Gen. Lear,” Clark said, “leads me 
to believe his promotion is not jus- 
tified by anything in that record, 
and on the other hand is negated 
by some of his actions as com- 
manding General of the Second 
Army.” 

Clark described the yoo-hoo in- 
cident. 

“It occurred adjacent to the 
country club,” he said, “The troops 
had been engaged in maneuvers 
under the most adverse conditions 
for many weeks. In trucks, they 
were rolling back this exclusive 
country club, 

“It is alleged that some of these 
men saw some young ladies play- 
ing golf in shorts, and made some 
remarks to them, maybe even ges- 
tured at them. A man in civilian 
clothes happened to be playing 
golf at the country club that Sab- 
bath morning, and he immediately 
began running over shouting or- 
ders at them. 

“When he yelled ‘I’m Gen, Ben 
Lear,’ it is possible that one of the 
men may have yelled back ‘I’m 
Julius Caesar’ or even ‘Go roll 
your hoop, grandpa.’ 

“Gen. Lear took very grave of- 
fense at this lack of recognition 
and apparently determined to pun- 
ish the whole organization. 
Doubts Actions Were Misconduct. 

“If any members of that organi- 
zation were guilty of misconduct— 
if it is misconduct for soldiers to 
holler at a pretty girl along the 
road, which I never heard was a 
military offense—they should have 
been arrested by order of the oOffi- 
cer in charge of the truck train 
and punished in the way prescribed 


|} by the articles of war.” 


Clara said Lear “made no effort 
whatsoever to ascertain the guilty 
parties,” but punished a whole or- 
ganization for what he regarded as 
an offense. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee said he regarded Lear as a 
vigorous and worthwhile officer. 

Clark said hé knew that Lear is 
popular in Memphis, ¢particularly 
in the country club set.” He said 
he had had letters from people in 
this set that “Gen. Lear’s conduct 
on the golf course is exemplary” 
but had not received any com- 
munication from men _ serving 
under Lear protesting against 
Clark’s determination to fight 
against confirmation. 

Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky said that even if Lear’s 
action was “capricious” in connec- 


‘tion with the yoo-hoo incident, that 


ought not to stand in the way of 
his promotion if he is otherwise a 
good officer. 

Clark replied that Lear had been 
“overbearing and insulting” in car- 
rying out what Clark described as 
War Department orders “to en- 
compass the destruction of the na- 
tional guard” by breaking up guard 
divisions and relieving most of the 
senior officers of those units.

HOUSE PASSES BILL TO REVISE 
MISSOURI CORPORATION CODE 


Bpecia)] to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 20.— 


The House today reconsidered the 
vote by which it defeated a bill 


which would rewrite the corpora- 
tion code of Missouri, and passed 
the measure by a vote of 79 ayes 
and 38_noes. The bill now goes to 
the Senate. 

When the bill was called up the 
first time, earlier this week, it 
fell nine votes short of the 76 
required for House passage. Pro- 
ponents had been busy since that 
time and put the measure through 
today, after the roll call was held 
open temporarily to permit orund- 
ing up of members absent from 
the chamber. 

The bill, drafted by a committee 
appointed by the Kansas City Law- 
yers’ Association, is 106 pages in 
length and would rewrite many 
sections of the laws governing cor- 
porations. 

Opponents have complained that 
no informative explanation of the 
proposed changes has been made 
by sponsors of the bill, despite re- 
quests for such a digest. ‘ The 
sponsors have said the bill would 
conform substantially to the IIli- 
nois corporation code, described 
as a model of corporation laws, 
but did not explain the Illinois 
code, 


REHEARING ON COMMUNIST 
CONVICTION REVERSAL DENIED 


OKLAHOMA CITY, May 20 
(AP).—The Criminal Court of Ap- 
peals denied yesterday the State’s 
petition for rehearing its decision 
yreversing three convictions in Ok- 
lahoma’s four Communism trials 
of 1940. 

In a supplemental opinion by 
Presiding Judge Dick Jones, issu- 
ance of a mandate was ordered 
remanding the cases to the Okla- 
homa. County District Court where 
juries had assessed the maximum 
of 10 years in prison and $5000 
fines on charges of criminal syn- 
dicalism. 

The three defendants were Alan 
Shaw, then Oklahoma City secre- 
tary of the Communist party; Mrs. 
Ina Wood, wife of Robert Wood, 
state secretary of the party, and 
Eli Jaffe, who was a party worker. 
They were charged with violating 
the law by membership in the 
party. The fourth defendant, Rob- 
ert Wood, was charged with dis- 
tributing literature which violated 
the law. The court has not acted 
on his appeal. 


SHOE STAMP 18 VALID JUNE 16, 
HOW LONG IS UNANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
Stamp No. 18 in ration book No. 1 
will become valid June 16 for the 
purchase of one pair of shoes, but 
the Office of Price Administration 
has not yet decided the period for 
which it will be valid. 
OPA said, however, that present 
indications were that the shoes 
available for release to civilians 
make it possible to maintain the 
same basis as the first shoe ra- 
tioning period. Stamp No. 17, the 
first for shoe rationing, became 
valid Feb. 7 and is good through 
June 15. 
Each member of a family has 
one stamp No. 18 interchangeable 
among the family living. in the 
same household. 

The validity period of stamp 18 
will be announced about June 1.

BOMBER CRASHES. 
INTO BIG GAS TANK 
1? BELIEVED DEAD 


Liberator Bursts Into 
Flames, Sets Plant Afire 
on Chicago’s South 
Side. 


CHICAGO, May 20 (AP). — A 
Liberator Army bomber crashed 
into an illuminating gas storage 
tank on the southwest side today 
with a terrific impact that scat- 
tered fragments over the sur- 
rounding prairie and set the tank 


afire. 
The plane, which was based at 


the Fort Worth (Texas) Army air 
field, formerly Tarant Field, 
rammed into the steel tank, about 
a mile and a half from the muni- 
cipal airport. 

Firemen said they believed the 
12 persons in the plane perished. 
Names of those aboard will not be 
released until next of kin have 
been notified. 

James Brown, a guard at the gas 
plant, told reporters the bomber 
approached from’the northwest at 
a low altitude. He said he believed 
the engines were “spitting” as*the 
big craft passed over. Shortly 
afterward, he added, he heard a 
“terrific crash” and saw that the 
top of the tank had been sheared 
off. 

Fire broke out immediately. 
Fragments of the plane were 
strewn over the ground. Sections 
of the tank were scattered. 

Witnesses said they believed 
part of the plane fell into the tank, 
but billowing smoke made it im- 
possible to substantiate that 
theory. 

The tank was 462% feet high 
and hap a capacity of 20,000 cubic 
feet. It was owned by the Peoples 
Gas Light and Coke Co. and was 
termed one of the largest in the 
world, . 

The tank was situated in open 
country. Pasquale Abenante, who 
lives in the nearest house, two 
blocks from the scene, estimated 
the bomber was only 150 feet above 
the ground when it passed over 
his home, 

The flames died down quickly 
but firemen fought a blaze in 
50,000 gallons of oil used at the 
plant but kept in a separate tank.

UNION MEN HELD 


IN EXTORTION CASE 
PLEAD NOT GUILTY 


Two Officers of AFL 
Groups Accused of Get- 
ting $420,000 From 


Construction Firms.

NEW YORK, May 20 (AP).— 
Two international vice presidents 
of American Federation of Labor 
unions, Joseph S. Fay of the Un- 
ion of Operating Engineers and 
James Bove of the Hod Carriers’ 
Union, whose indictment on 
charges of extorting $420,000 from 
Delaware aqueduct construction 
companies was announced yester- 
day by District Attorney Frank 8. 
Hogan, surrendered and pleaded 
not guilty. General Sessions Judge 
Jonah: Goldstein held the men in 
$25,000 bail each, which’ was sup- 
plied by a surety company. 

The seven-count indictment also 
charged the two union officers 
with a conspiracy to extort more 
than $700,000. Hogan said the 
grand jury action followed a 15- 
month investigation by hir office 
into the construction of the 300,- 
000-million-dollar aqueduct which 
will supplement New York City’s 
water supply. 

The indictnient charged that 
Fay and Bove approached repre- 
sentatives of numerous construc- 
tion firms seeking contracts to 
construct portions of the aqueduct 
with demands that they be paid 
money, or that higher-than-pre- 
vailing wages be paid union men. 


In addition, it was charged, the 
two promised that no labor 
troubles would develop if they were 
paid designated’ amounts, but 
threatened that, if they were not 
paid, laborers would not be sent 
on the jabs. 

Hogan said in court that the al- 
leged extortion and conspiracy 
started in 1936. Many of the pay- 
ments, he said, were made in cash, 
and added that the investigation 
by his office halted some of the 
payments. P 

Fay and Bove were charged spe- 
cifically in the six extortion counts 
in the indictment with receiving 
$125,000 from the Seaboard Con- 
struction Co.; $150,000 from Asso- 
ciated Contractors, Inc.; $36,000 
from the Mason & Hanger Co. of 
Lexington, Ky.; $35,000 from B. 
Perini & Sons of Framingham, 
Mass.; $62,000 from the Walsh Con- 
struction Co., Davenport, Ia., and 
$12,000 from the New York Trap- 
rock Corporation. 

Hogan said the various construc- 
tion companies had formed syndi- 
cates to obtain the construction 
contracts d were operating in 
New York City, and the up-state 
New York counties of Westchester, 
Putnam, Duchess, Ulster and 
Orange. 


CHURCHILL CONCERNED ABOUT 
ANTI-AIRCRAFT PROTECTION 


NEW YORK, May 20 (AP): —

anti-aircraft . protection during a 
recent motor trip with the Presi- 
dent near Washington.

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NEW STETHOSCOPE 
INCREASES RANGE 
OF AUDIBLE SOUNDS 


NEW YORK, May 20 (AP).— 
Radio Corporation of America said 
today that Dr. Harry F. Olsen, 
head of its acoustics research, has 
developed in R. C. A. laboratories 
@ new acoustic stethoscope “so 
sensitive in its range of hearing 
that it introduces many’ sounds 
doctors have never heard.” 

R. C, A. said that, “in much the 
same way that the R. C. A. elec- 
tron microscope is opening unseen 
worlds in the sub-microscopic 
realm, this stethoscope . . . prom- 
ises to widen the study of sound 
within the human body,” adding 
that “the beat of the heart, normal 


or abnormal, respiratory rattles, | 


peristaltic squeaks, murmurs and 
groans all are amplified to facili- 
tate diagnosis, based upon the 
structure of sound.” 

The corporation explained that, 
while the ordinary stethoscope has 
an effective range between 200 and 
’ 1500 cycles, the new instrument 
would transmit all frequencies 
over the range from 40 to 4000 
cycies, the full range of body 
sounds, “without attenuation or 
discrimination.” 

Dr. Olsen was quoted as saying 
the practical application of the 
stethoscope would be in making 
lower sound frequencies of the 
heart and higher frequencies of the 
chest available to physicians.

MAY OFFER AN EARLY TEST 
ON POSTWAR STAND OF ¥. S. 


Tariff, Appropriations and World Rehabilita- 
tion Policies Affecting America Would Re- 
quire Approval by Congress, Says Acting 


Head of Delegation.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., May 20. 


⁊R the tentative outline of the objectives of the United Nations Food 
Conference drafted for discussion by the American delegation be- 
comes a major part of the formal recommendations of the sessions 
| here, Congress in the near future will have an opportunity to decide 
whether and how far this country shall participate in some form of 
world organization and world collaboration. 


This became clear in a speci 
conference last night with Paul 
Appleby, Under Secretary of Agri- 
culture and acting chairman of the 
American delegation, who said 
that. tariff, appropriations and 
world rehabilitation recommenda- 
tions, as related to this country, 
would require congressional ap- 
proval before they could be made 
effective. 

Appleby also said that the Amer- 
ican people would have to decide 
whether they would .continue ra- 
tioning for some time after the 
war in order to prevent widespread 
famine in devastated Europe. 


Postwar Rationing. 


As he pictured the prospect of 
an absolute postwar food short- 
age this country would be forced 
to decide whether it wanted a com- 
paratively small amount of ration- 
ing over a long period or a much 
greater degree immediately after 
the war. The British, he said, 


* have already determined to go on 


with rationing in the postwar 
period and two surveys have rec- 
ommended a similar proposal for 
this country. 

Appleby emphasized that the 
American delegation had no in- 
tention of playing an international 
Santa Claus at this conference, if 
for no other reason than that 
Co would not approve money 
for this’ purpose. He denied that 
the New Deal lending agencies 
could by-pass ess on this, 
asserting that, in the long run, 
the view of Congress would pre- 
vail. 

In a discussion of an expanded 
world economy for agriculture, the 
principal thesis of the American 
outline of the conferences objec- 
tives, Appleby said that the recip- 
rocal trade agreement program 
might well become the instru- 
mentality for improving and ex-, 
panding world commerce, an es- 
sential if the aims of the food 
conference are to be realized. 

Without mentioning the name of 
the delegation, he re — that 
one of the participating Countries 
apparently wanted action on tar- 
iffe at once. One of the delegates 
had asked him, “What tariffs of 
what country do you expect to 
reduce how much?” 


View on Tariff Cuts. 


Speaking seriously, Appleby said 
such detailed questions were be- 
yond the province of the confer- 
ence, but he added that the ten- 
tative outline envisioned the grad- 
ual reduction of tariff \barriers, 
and if that was not fo oming 
shortly after the war, then there 
would be a move for the stabiliza- 
tion of present barriers to prevent 
, increases which would disrupt the 
” economics of many countries. 
Gradual reductions of tariffs, he 
said, would not have a disrupting 
effect. 

The present, he said, is a favor- 
able ‘'ne for discussing the reduc- 
tion «. tariffs because the United 
Nations are now in a sort of tariff 
vacuum, that is to say, tariffs are 
no longer effective on almost all 
international commerce. 


Chance to Test Opinion. 

If the conference recommends 
the establishment of an interna- 
tional agricultural office to carry 
on the functions of present ses- 
sions, he said Congress probably 
will be called on to appropriate 
money for this country’s share of 
the expenses. The amount would 
be small, but it would give admin- 
istration critics an opportunity to 
test the strength of those favoring 
greater international co-operation. 

Appleby told reporters that one 
delegation chairman had already 
asked him where the headquarters 
of this international organization 
would be. He said he had replied 
that he and other members of the 
American delegation were not eon- 
cerned over the location of the 
organization: The first step was 
the recommendation for the es- 


tablishment of such a statistical 
and reporting office. © 


Protective Controls. 
Richard K. Law, 


the section dealing with recom- 
mendations for carrying on the 
work of the conference after ad- 
journament, told reporters today 
that various controls would be nec- 
essary to bring about the freest 
possible exchange of goods and 
services and at the same time sta- 
bilize prices to protect producers. 
He declined to discuss what de- 
vices might be recommended by 
the conference to attain these 
objects. 

Rene Ballivian, acting chief. of 
the Bolivian delegation, was not so 
reticent about discussing details. 
In a formal statement outlining 
Bolivia’s needs he said that devel- 
opment of production there re- 
quired the expansion of agricul- 
tural credits and the importation 
of agricultural machinery. 

“Perhaps.as a high measure .f 
international co-operation,” Balla- 
vian said, “the countries which ex- 
port this equipment would consider 
the possibility of subsidizing its 
manufacture, with a view to keep- 
ing prices at a level compatible 
with purchasing power of small 
farmers in less highly developed 
countries. So noble a policy would 
have beneficial results: for all, 
since apart from opening up new 
markets to industrial production, 
important both in extent and de- 
gree, it would in a positive way in- 
crease the purchasing power of the 
rural population by stimulating the 
rate of production. 

“As regards agricultural credit, 
we trust that this conference will 
adopt recommendations designed to 
facilitate the establishment of in- 
stitutions which, like the proposed 
agricultural bank, which it is 
planned to include within the struc- 
ture of the inter-American bank, 
will aim to extend to farmers 
those credit facilities 
most of the American nations 
have been wanting --~ to the pres- 
ent.” 

The New Zealand delegation, in 
a formal memorandum distributed 
to the press in lieu of a press con- 
ference, supported the suggestion 
of the United Kingdom delegation 
for some form of price control and 
stabilization. 

“Experience has shown,” the 
memorandum said, “that we should 
not hastily scrap wartime congrols 
gnd organizations, but should 
adapt them to the solution of post- 
war problems. Planned increases 
in production will be difficult to 
achieve unless based on stability 
of market and value.”

BALANCE SHEET OF 
AFRICAN CAMPAIGN 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT 
(Copyright, 1943.) 
HE balance sheet of the North 
African campaign, as Prime 
Minister Churchill has just 
pointed out so graphically in his 
speech to Congress, shows heavy 
credits on the Allied side. 


The Germans fought in Tunisia 
to gain time. Not time as against 
the invasion of Europe, as has 
been so generally assumed, for an 
invasion on a large scale could 
hardly have been carried out be- 
fore now in any case, and the 
number of troops involved in Af- 
rica was not sufficient either to 
make such an invasion or to with- 
stand it. The Germans rather 
sought to delay as long as possible 
the cashing in by the Allies of 
the dividends of the chief strategic 
advantage which the victory in 
Africa has brought us—the re- 
opening of the Mediterranean to 
our sea traffic. 

As long as”“we were compelled 
to use the long sea route around 
the Cape of Good Hope, we could 
not reinforce and supply the Middle 
East readily, we could not, save 
at great cost, maintain a steady 
flow of supplies to Russia through 
the Persian Gulf. Therefore the 
Germans could hold the Balkans 
with a minimum expenditure of 
force, and their military enterprises 
in South Russia were greatly ad- 
vantaged. Moreover, the shipping 
that we were using in this long 
pull was wasting so much net 
carrying power going and coming 
as to make an appreciable deduc- 
tion from our ability to act vigor- 
ously elsewhere. All these advan- 
tages the Germans sought to re- 
tain as long as possible by their 
fighting in Tunisia. Obviously, if 
they retained them through a great 
part of the summer of 1943, they 
had done something worthwhile, 
but to lose them in the spring, 
and fairly early in the spring, is 
quite another matter. 


Heavy German Loss. 


On the other hand, the Germans 
have lost very heavily both in actual 
fighting power and in prestige. 
The net lose to the Axis, just in 
the battle of North Tunisia alone, 
has been in the neighborhood of 
50,000 dead and wounded and 200,- 
000 prisoners, the majority of both 
these categories being Germans. 
Our own casualties have been 
around 650,000 in this fighting, 
many of whom will recover, and 
in addition we have gained a 
French Army of 300,000. The net 
gain.is 500,000 first-class fighting 
troops—a substantial profit. 

I have already discussed the ad- 
vantages we derive from the open- 
ing of the Mediterranean, advan- 
tages from which we shall be 
profiting from this time forward 


juntil the end of the war. 


But perhaps the heaviest blow 
which the Axis cause suffered was 
the blow to their prestige, in the 
eyes of their own peoples and of 
their victims, and in the eyes of 
neutrals. The utter collapse of the 
German resistance at the moment 
when Alexander’s armor came 
pouring through the gap which 
had been torn in the German cen- 
ter, while simultaneously’ the 
American armor was charging 
into Bizerte, astonished the world 
in general, but it very evidently 
stunned the Germans in particu- 
lar. There had been so much talk 
of fighting “to the last cartridge,” 
everyone was so well prepared for 
a long, savage, inch-by-inch de- 
fense, that the complete disinte- 
gration of the German Army, 
though easily enough understood 
on military grounds, came as a 
shock from which the German peo- 
ple will not easily recover. As to 
the conquered peoples, it has 
brought them new hope at a time 
when they sorely needed encour- 
agement; as to the neutrals, it ap- 
pears to have brought them al

Allies Are ‘Expecting Surrender 
Without Condition, Italian Says 


Official Tells Fascist Senators His Ministry 
Is Studying Problems Which Could Precede 
or Follow the End of the War. 


LONDON, May 20 (AP). 
IUSEPPE BASTIANINI, Ital- 
G ian Under Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs, told a committee 
of the Italian Senate yesterday 
that his ministry was studying 
problems which could precede or 
follow the end of the war and ad- 
vised the Senators that the United 
Nations “appear to be expecting 
surrender without conditions,” the 
Berlin radio reported today. 
The broadcast, recorded by the 
Associated Press, said Bastianini 
“defined, the preliminary condi- 
tions for the future order of the 
world as discussed at the meeting 
of Mussolini and Hitler in ‘April.” 


Bastianini said Italy’s objectives 
in the war were “liberty for its 
work and freedom of the sea sur- 
rounding our country.” 

“The law of necessity to live led 
us to the necessity for fighting and 
forces us today to resist an enemy 
who sees our future in the shape 
of economic slavery and political 
suppression,” Bastianini said. 
“Italy does not want to submit 
herself to such a fate.

Logan invited 
those. seated under the brown- 
thatched roof on which the moon- 
light and air raid searchlights had 
played only a few hours before to 
“look toward the coming: peace.” 

The chapel is a simple structure 
of eucalyptus wood, blackened to 
defeat tropical termites, and about 
90 feet long, seating about 300 on 
its white, varnished benches. 
There are no walls and the floor 
is fresh beach sand in which frag- 
ments of coral and small conch 
shells can*be seen. The altar’s 


background is white rayon, made 
from the towing target used by 
fighters in gunnery practice, but 
without holes. 

Father Lyons is at least as well 
known in Port Moresby for his 
good works as his faith. He suc- 
ceeded in breaking the vicious cir- 
cle of canned food by starting a 
garden of ‘its own for this outfit, 
which is slowly finding imitators 
in other aircraft units.

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To Ease the Coal Mine Situation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ITH reference to the present coal 

mine situation, perhaps something 
along the line of the following would 
be a satisfactory solution. It would also 
give us a little more protection against 
transportation and other shortages that 
may occur later on: 

Apparently the coal mines have excess 
capacity and have more or less operated 
in accordance with demand. Also, 
whether users are steel mills or the or- 
dinary householders, they buy coal as it 
is needed and do not have very much 
storage capacity. : 

Now, if I understood from newspaper 
accounts clearly, a guaranteed six-day 
week would satisfy the miners. Perhaps 
this could be agreed to with the Gov- 
ernment as a third party agreeing to 
take any coal produced in excess of im- 
mediate market demands, and then store 
it against a future emergency. 

I believe one redson that the average 
industrial firm hesitates to carry too 
much of a coal inventory is that coal 
shrinks in stock and they want to save 
this loss. Under the present emergency, 
this smail amount of loss should not be 
an excessive amount for the country to 
pay as an insurance against a fuel 
shortage later on. 

If the miners get their six-day week, 
and the operators are assured of a mar- 
ket for all the coal they can produce, 
perhaps everyone would be happy.

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JOHN BULL INCARNATE. 

There is something wonderful and magical about 
a Churchill speech. Whether it is read in cold print 
or heard issuing from an inanimate radio box, it 
conveys the color, warmth and power of the British 
Prime Minister’s personality, and makes it easy to 
understand how he imparted strength, confidence 
and resolution to the British people in their dark- 
est hour, Such a Churchill speech was made yester- 
day before Congress. 

Many a burden has fallen upon this great leader. 
He succeeded the weak Chamberlain, whom he 
termed “that undertaker from Birmingham,” just 
before the fall of France—a debacle that astounded 
even the Nazi conquerors. He saw the bulk of the 
British continental army rescued from Dunkerque 
minus nearly all the equipment with which it could 
fight. At that moment, Britain, lay all but defense- 
less before Hitler. 

The lamp burned late at No. 10 Downing street 
those nights as Clturchill worked feverishly to pull 
together thé rudiments of protection against inva- 
sion, and he urged the British people to stand fast. 
Later came the air blitz on London, that epic of 
terror which did not terrorize, that murderous as- 
sault on helpless men, women and children that will 
live forever in infamy. 

Churchill, like his great forebear, the Duke of 
Marlborough, is happiedt when on the attack, but 
all those months he was compelled to be on the 
receiving end of Hitler's hammer blows. Adversity 
piled on adversity—the fall of Greece and Crete, the 
setback in Africa, the disastrous fall “of Singapore, 
defeat in Burma and Hongkong, and the unexpected 
capitulation of Tobruk’s garrison of 25,000, _ 

Through all these cal&mities and humiliations, 
Churchill, prothising the British people nothing but 
toil and sweat, blood and tears, opposed the enemy 
with little but his own iron will and lofty courage. 
And now, though the long, bloody tide is ebbing— 
the Prime Minister called it only “the end of the 
beginning”—he is still the same Churchill who de- 
fiantly, in 1940, bore the crushing impact of Nazi 
force, and answered Hitler in those sharp, epigram- 
matic sentences which are “the saber cuts of Saxon 
speech.” ° 

Yesterday’s speech showed Churchill in many 
phases of his personality—his loyalty, as when he 
promised Britain would be on our side in the fight 
against Japan “while there is breath in our bodies, 
while blood flows in our veins”; his intellectual 
grasp, as he discussed the bombing raids on Europe, 
the fight against the U-boat and the consequences 
of the victory in North Africa; his wit, which pep: 
pered his speech; and, finally, the grim, old bull- 
46g quality in his peroration— — 

By singleness of purpose, by steadfastness of 
conduct, by tenacity and endurance such as we 
have so far displayed—by these and only by 


these can we discharge our duty to the future 
of the world and to the destiny of man. 


Surely, Britain is fortunate that, in a time of 
desperate crisis, it could turn to Winston Churchill, 
who had long been, so to speak, a political outcast 
and a modern Prophet Jeremiah, whose warnings 
of the dangers of Hitlerism had so long fallen on 
the deaf ears of his countrymen. Surely, the United 
Nations are fortunate that this living incarnation 
of John Bull speaks in its councils. 
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A GOOD BILL MOVES AHEAD. 

St. Louis was done a mighty good turn by the 
Public Health Committee of the Missouri Senate 
when it reported favorably the bill to provide 
for the creation of “redevelopment corporations,” 
through which postwar mass housing projects may 
be undertaken in the city’s blighted areas. 

Since the bill has already passed the House, only 
a vote in the Senate stands between the measure 
and arrival at the Governor's desk. Inasmuch. as 
Mr. Donnell’s approval can be assumed, this means 
that adoption in the Senate will give St. Louis the 
facilities for highly important postwar works. This 
is anticipating a need and preparing for it —in other 
words, an example of statesmanship. 
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“BLUE RIBBON” HELP FOR CRIMINALS. 

If there ig anything that stands proved by experi- 
ence, it is the justice and the soundness of giving 
a Judge discretion for deciding whether jointly in- 
dicted defendants should go to trial separately or 
can fairly be tried together. 

This is the practice in Federal Courts, It is the 
practice in many state courts, Indeed, Missouri and 
Minnesota are the only states with metropolitan 
areas, and thus harassed with the kind of organized 
crime often accompanying city life, which do not give 
their Judges discretion in this matter. Only Mis- 
souri and Minnesota make severance mandatory. 
Only Missouri and Minnesota play into the hands 
of the professional criminals in this regard. 

Yet once more Missouri has retained the old rule. 
This time we owe our thanks to the so-called “blue 
ribbon” Republican House at Jefferson City. By a 
vote of 77 to 36, it has killed the judicial discretion 
bill introduced in the present session by Representa- 
tive Napier of St. Louis.

This is a list well worth keeping for reference 
when the 1944 primary rolls around, 
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DAM-BREAKING, A NEW WAR TECHNIC. 

The success of the Royal Air Force in blasting 
gaps in the Mohne and Eder dams, in Germany's 
Ruhr Valley, is one of the most brilliant and sur- 
prising feats accomplished in the Second World War. 
Up to the time when it was done, the prevailing 
technical opinion in this country probably would 
have been that it could not be done. 

Engineers have granted that a single bomb could 
play havoc with «~hydro-electric dam’s switchyard, 
that orderly tangle of metal through which electric 
power flows from the generators to the transmission 
lines. As for damaging the mass of the dam itself, 
that was another thing altogether. 

It appears most unlikely that the British would 


ever have done it if they had depended entirely on 


vertical bombing. The clever idea that turned the 
trick was the use of mines. Dropped into the reser- 
voir behind the dam, the mines were swept along 
by the flow of water until they made contact with 
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the dam and exploded. The center of Germany’s 
war industry is crippled by the resulting floods. 

It can be taken for granted that the Germans are 
busily at work developing a defense against aerial 
mine-laying to blow up dams, It may be that a re- 
sulting defensive device may be an enlargement of 
the idea of the trash rack, a network which pre- 
vents trash from entering the intake tubes and 
clogging up the turbines of a hydro-electric dam. 
A much larger network, extending from shore to 
shore and situated a safe distance behind the dam, 
might be used to catch mines and detonate them. 

This new technique of wartare is more effective 
now, when dams are unprepared against it, than it 
would be in the future, 
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SMALL-LOAN LOBBY VS. THE BANKERS’ BILL. 

A promise of real relief for Missouri borrowers 
of moderate means, who now pay to small-loan com- 
panies the high rates of 3 and 2% per cent a month 
(36 and 80 per cent a year), is found in the Andrae 
bill, pending in the Legislature. The bill would 
enable banks to enter this field, by authorizing them 
to lend money in small amounts at a rate of 8 per 
cent a year in advance, or 15.67 per cent a year net. 

A man who borrows $100 from a small-loan com- 
pany at the present legal rate, and repays it by in- 
stallments, pays $19.50 interest in a year. If he 
could borrow from a bank under the proposed plan, 
then the same $100 loan, r@paid in a year by in- 
stallments, would cost $8 interest. Obviously, this 
would mean a great saving for persons who find 
it necessary to make such loans. It would bring 
some badly needed competition. into a field now 
dominated by the 36 per cent companies, 

Why should the Legislature hesitate to enact a 
law of such great potential benefits? Its passage 
was recommended by the Bailey committee, set up 
by the House to investigate the Money-lending busi- 
ness. It has been indorsed by the Better Business 
Bureau, by citizens over the State and by many 
individual legislators. Yet the House Committee 
on Banks and Banking voted in secret session to 
kill the bill, then reconsidered and is now holding 
it without action. Obviously, it is being subjected 
to the bottling-up process by which bills can be kept 
from coming to a vote on the floor. 

It is clear that the powerful small-loan lobby is 
getting in its licks. One of the committee’s mem- 
bers is William J. Kemp of St. Louis, who was 
hand-picked to run for the Legislature by David B. 
Lichtenstein, chief small-loan lobbyist. Kemp even 
had the effrontery to suggest that the Andrae bill 
be amended to limit the banks to loans of more 
than $300, the ceiling on small-loan company busi- 
ness, and thus exclude the banks from the small- 
loan companies’ field. 

Is the small-loan lobby more powerful than the 
many supporters of the Andrae bill? Is it more 
powerful than the Legislature? Unless the commit- 
tee reports out this bill and makes a‘wote on it pos- 
sible, the sinister 36 per cent ring will have won 
another victory. 
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HITLER'S BOASTS AFTER SIX MONTHS. 

One of the more instructive occupations of the 
arm-chair historian is to read over Adolf Hitler's 
old speeches and check his numerous boasts to see 
how many were actually fulfilled, Take, for in- 
stance, the address of last Nov. 8, the day following 
the American landings in North Africa. In this 
speech, Hitler made three interesting statements: 

(1). “I wanted to take it (Stalingrad). And—you 
know we are modest—we actually have it. We stand 
there. Nobody can dispute that. That is a fact.” 

“That-is an error,” says History. 

(2). “We will prepare all our counterblows (in 
North Africa) thoroughly as always, and they will 
come in due time, The last and decisive word will 
not be spoken by Mr. Roosevelt.” 

“Another error,” History remarks. 

(3). “The Kaiser was a man who did not have 
the strength to see things through. In me, however, 
Germany has a man who simply does not know the 
word capitulation, I will never flee Germany if the 
situation becomes difficult.” 

Says History: “I'm still taking notes.”

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CHURCHILLIAN HUMOR. 

Good and wise humor often bubbles over in Prime 
Minister Churchill's addresses, He rang the changes 
with more than usual felicity in his appearance be- 
fore Congress yesterday: 

The burst of frankness, “Opinion, Mr. President, 
is divided as to whether the use of air power could 
. . » bring about the collapse in Germany or Italy. 
Well, there is certainly no harm in finding out.” 

Sarcasm. “It may not have escaped your atten- 
tion that I brought with me to this country and to 
this conference Field Marshal Wayell and the other 
two commanders-in-chief from India. They have: 
not traveled all this way simply to concern them- 
selves about improving the health and happiness of 
the Mikado of Japan.” 

The devastating oblique thrust. “I dare say”— 
speaking of armchair admirals—“if I had not been 
in a responsible position, I should have made a lot 
of excellent plans and, very likely, should have 
found ways to bring them to the notice of the exec- 
utive authorities.” 

Understatement. (Speaking of the fact that heads 
of states are also in charge of the military establish- 
ment.) “Even I have been drawn from time to time, 
not perhaps wholly against my will, into some par- 
ticipation in military affairs.” 


° Bluntness. “How, when and where it (a meeting, 
of Roosevelt and Churchill with Stalin and Chiang’ 


Kai-shek) is to be accomplished is not a matter upon 
which I am able to Bhed any clear ray of light at 
the present time, And if I were, I should certainly 
not shed it.” : 

The ironical gibe. “In North Africa the unex- 
pected came to the aid of the design and multiplied 
the results, for which we have to thank the mili- 
tary intuition of Corporal Hitler. . You may 
notice . . . the touch of the master hand, Mr. Presi- 
dent, . . . Mussolini’s African empire and Corporal 
Hitler’s strategy are alike exploded.” 

Twist of viewpoint. “‘*Trucks’ is the American 
name for ‘lorry’ and... I understand has been 
adopted by the combined staffs in Northwest Africa 
in exchange for the use of the word ‘petrol’ in place 
of ‘gasoline.’” 

There is something unsinkable in a humor like 
that. As the Manchester Guardian said reéently: 

Mr. Churchill jested in the darkest days. It 
is vouched for that when the cheers were roll- 
ing up to him at the end of the most defiant 
passage in all English oratory, the passage about 
fighting on the beaches and in the streets, he 
bent over his notes on the Treasury box and 
whispered, “Yes, and we will hit them on the 
head with bottles; we have nothing else.”

Va., called by President Roosevelt, 
marks an important stage in United 
Nations evolution. 


The concentration upon food of this first 
attempt at really concerted planning may 
be taken as inevitable, for the semi-starva- 
tion of Europe, and outright famine in some 
Western countries and in huge areas of 
China, make the feeding of the peoples the 
most urgent necessity of civil policy and 
among the most urgent of military prob- 
lems. It may also be taken, without cyn- 
iclam, as one more example of. the political 
flair of the President. Nutrition is one of 
the few questions upon which a measure 
of agreement is certain; all governments 
want their people to be fed now and after 
the war. 


Unfortunately, this conference appears to 
have been inadequately prepared and is 
unlikely to get beyond a preliminary sur- 
vey of the problem. If it ever gets down to 
detailed work, scientific experts on nutri- 
tion, who are largely in agreement, and 
agricultural experts, who may have widely 
divergent views, will have to concert a 
scheme for United Nations’ policy. 


Axiom of Statecraft. 


The feeding of the people, of course, has 
palways been the primary problem of eco- 
nomic statesmanship. No government has 
yet bettered Henri IV's slogan: “For every 
family a chicken in the pot.” That ideal 
remains unattained to this day, in spite of 
all that science has now to say about the 
quantity and the quality of food needed for 
health, and in spite of the infinitely im- 
proved technique of its production, 


Leaving war conditions aside, there was 
no nation on earth which was in ite entire- 
ty properly fed before the war. The near- 
est to the nutritional standards demanded 
by the scientists were some small nations 
—New Zealanders, Australians, Dutch and 
Danes. The British and the Americans did 
not approach it. 


Free milk in British schools, according 
to Sir John Orr, pulled our percentage of 
underfed and ill-fed people down from 50 
per cent and 30 per cent in the immediate 
prewar years. A 1941 conference in Wash- 
ington revealed, to the consternation of 
Americans, that the richest nation in the 
world was no better fed. A third of the 
American people suffer from disabilities due 
to malnutrition; the worst. conditions ex- 
iated in the states south of the Mason-Dixon 
line, The picture is, of course, far worse 
atill in the poorer countries, 


Need in Central Europe. 


The Central European peoples are mainly 
agricultural, and none of them has enough 
to eat. 


Within these countries the urban workers 
ate much better than the farmers. If the 
whole food production of the region had 
been devoted to its own populations, they 
would not have been overfed. But the eco- 
nomic structure of Europe demanded the 
export of the food and the hunger of the 
people. Central Burope lives at a standard 
far above that of Asia, Africa or Latin 
America, * 


China and India are the most important 
areas of hunger. We have coined a num- 
ber of catch-words to cover these condi- 
tions: “The Chinese can live on a handful 
of rice”; “The Negro can work on a ration

ICTORY gardeners, who have been at 

loss as to how to handle the super 
abundance of rain, will find a helpful sug- 
gestion in the counsel of Thomas Hyil, 
Londoner, who in 1563 published “A Most 
Briefe and Pleasaunt Treatyse, Teachings 
Howe to Dress, Sowe and Set a Garden.” 
Advises Gardener Hyll: ‘ 

“There must be made certayne lyttle al 
lyes Or gutters, by whiche the moysture in 
watry places may runne out, and those 
alieis must be deper than the beds, that 
the water poured out fro the vpper parte, 
maye the lyghtlyler soke into the guttures 
or allies and wher the beds be well watered 
(and that water standeth in the allies by) 
then you may from thence leade the water 
into some other necessarye place whiche 
needeth wateryng.” 


Nor did this London gardener of 400 
years ago make the mistake of planting 
too much in little space: “The yealow 
Caret must be sowen like the parsnyp with 
the seeds far asunder, for the farder ason- 
der the better they profit, and to be trans 
posed or remoued, the better it commeth 
forwarde.” 

This printing of Thomas Hyll’s little 
classic on soils and garden culture, like 
the second and third titles listed above, is 
a work of art as well as a labor of love 
by Hal W. and Violet Trovillion, keepers 
of the Trovillion Private Press, “At the 
Sign of the Silver Horse,” Herrin, Il. 
Hardly less useful in these times of food 
conservation are the recommendations in 
“Delightes for Ladies,” compiled by Sir 
Hugh Plat, in 1602, as for example: 

“How to Keep Apples, Pears, Quinces, 
Wardens, &c., all the yeere, dry: Pare 
them, take out the coares and slyce them 
in thinne slices, laying them to dry in the 
Sunne in some stone or metallic dishes, or 
vpon a high-frame couered with coorse, 
canuas now and then turn them: and so 
they will keep all the yeere.” “Ladies” who 
may be uninterested in “the arte of pre 
seruing,” perchance will have use for item 
36 under “sweete powders, oyntments,” 
namely, “To make haire of a faire yellow 
or golden célour.”

HERE would be something in 


war can be left entirely in the hands of the professionals if it 
were true that all the professionals take the same view of how 
to conduct it. But rarely in any great war, and certainly not in this 
‘one, has there been one agreed body of professional military opinion 
which civilian leaders and the enlightened public must follow or, at 


the risk of disaster, overrule. 


The fact of the matter is that 
in the camp of our enemies and 
in our own there are now and have 
been serious differences of profes- 
sional military opinion which some 
higher authority must arbitrate 
and reconcile, 

There is no way of avoiding 
such decisions. When they are 
made we must not confuse our- 
selves by thinking that civilians 
have imposed their views on pro- 
fessionals. What the civilians have 
to do is to decide which of the 
professionals they will back. 


ECISIONS of this kind are. 

hard. But in reaching them 
we now have something more than 
speculative opinion in a vacuum to 
guide us: we have the actual ex- 
perience of battle in which theories, 
plans and the judgment of men 
have been tested. This experience 
shows that thus far the funda- 
mental strategic decision has been 
correct.

What was the decision and 
how do we know that it has 
been correct? The decision was to 
launch the first counteroffensive 
against the enemy alliance by a 
converging movement from Egypt 
in the east and from Morocco and 
Algeria in the west. Other alter- 
natives were proposed. There were 
some who wished to begin the 
counteroffensive in the South Pa- 
cific, some from Australia and oth- 
ers from the smaller island bases; 
some to begin it in India; others 
to begin it by an invasion of the 

continent from England; 
others who wished to concentrate 
entirely on the bombing of Ger- 
many from England. 

For each of these proposals there 
was strong professional as well as 
powerful political pressure. Our 
Navy had one view, our air force 
another. There was a view held by 
our ground forces. There were an 
Australian view and at least two 
Chinese views. There was Stalin’s 
view of last year on the second 
front. The problem was to make 
the best choice among all these 
choices—to combine the best fea- 
tures of many of them so as to 
obtain the maximum result at the 
minimum cost.

Victory That Counts. 
HERE can be no serious argu- 
ment today that the Churchill- 
velt decision was the sound- 
est which could have been made. 
The proof lies.in the fact that our 
forces have not only won a re- 
sounding victory but that they 
emerge from the campaign ever so 
much stronger than they were 
when they began. This is in the 
full meaning of the term a stra- 
tegic victory.

ND this leaves out of all ac- 
count the fact that the power 
of our air force is multiplied many 
times because it is within easy 
reach of the whole of Italy; that 
our shipping resources are multi- 
plied because we have shortened 
by 8000 or 9000 miles one of the 
chief convoy routes; that our com- 
bined naval power is multiplied 
because the Italian Navy has been 
cornered up in the Adriatic. 
Above all, it leaves out of ac- 
count the great fact that the same 
grand operation can be repeated 
with good hope of success: namely, 
that as we advance into Europe we 
shall actually grow stronger, rather 
than that we shall bleed ourselves 
in an exhausting war of attrition.

U, §. EDUCATION OF GERMANY 
OPPOSED BY DR. MEIKELJOHN 


NEW YORK, May 20 (AP).—Dr. 
Alexander Meiklejohn, retiring

St. Louis U, Graduation 
Speaker Urges Restoration 
—336 Get Degrees.

Liberal arts collegiate training, 
temporarily displaced by war re- 
quirements, was declared to be a 
necessity for the future of America, 
in a commencement address deliv- 
ered at St. Louls University last 
evening by the Rev. Zacheus J. 
Maher, 8. J. American assistant to 
the general of the Jesuit Order. 

At the exercises, held in the. uni- 
versity’s gymnasium, 292 degrees 
were given to undergraduates and 
44 to graduate students. Previously, 
the baccalaureate sermon was 
preached to the graduates and fac- 
ulty in St. Francis Xavier's (Col- 
lege) Church, by the Rev. George 
H. Mahowald, 8. J., assistant di- 
rector of the Sacred Heart radio 
program and former head of the 
department of philosophy at Mar- 
quette University, Milwaukee. 

“A momentary need,” Father 
Maher said in his address, “has 
already been declared by some to 
be a permanent future require- 
ment. Because cultural courses 
are suspended as of today, it by 
no means follows that they should 
be abolished as of tomorrow. 

“Abject apologies have been 
made for the liberal arts colleges, 


as if they had failed the country, 


almost as if they had been guilty 
of treason, or of sabotage, be- 
cause, forsooth, the product of the 
liberal arts college was not im-

IN EUROPE,

HERE is no way of confirm-

greatest single gain of the North 
African campaign was the forging 
of unity—unity of purpose and ef- 
fort, implemented by unity of com- 
mand, and based upon the true 
spirit of coalition. We have seen 
an aggregation of British, French 
and American fighting forces, land, 
sea and air, welded into a single 
war machine, responsive to a single 
will. We have seen that machine 
smash on the field of battle the 
best that the Germans could de- 
ploy against it, This result is due, 
of course, very largely to the re- 
markable personal qualities of the 
commander-in-chief, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, an officer. whose 
study of war begins with the hu- 
man elements and not with the 
principles of strategy. Bye that it 
should have been possible‘at all, in 
so short a space as six months and 
under such inauspicious political 
and geographical circumstances, to 
produce such a result, is a bright 
banner of hope for the future—not 
only of hope for victory, but for 
the reaping of the fruits of victory. 

Likewise, we have gained a great 
advantage in our own United Na- 
tions relationships. It is not by 
chance that victory in Tunisia has

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 


If the United States is the “ar- 
senal of Democracy,” Representa- 
tive Curley, (Dem.) Massachusetts, 
said yesterday, it is about time 
this country proved it by sending 
immediate aid to China. 

He appeared before a House 
Immigration Committee hearing 
on bills for repeal of exclusion 
acts which have barred Chinese 
from this country for more than 
half a century. He declared 
China had earned the right to 
recognition of her people on a 
basis of racial equality and urged 
adoption of the measure. 

Suggesting that repeal of the 
Exclusion Act would permit only 
a small number of Chinese an- 
nually the right of entry to this 
country but would help to main- 
tain China’s friendship, Curley de- 
clared: “China has earned the 
right to recognition by the fight 
it has carried on for nearly six 
years not for China alone but for 
the United States of America and 
for the preservation of Demo- 
cracy.”

ly desirous of winning. 

As a matter of fact, we have 
never had that choice of objectives 
which Senator Chandler says ex- 
ists. We do not have it now. Our 
enemies bear different names in 
different areas, But they are 
basically not many but one. That 
was true on Dec. 7, 1941. It is true 
today. It will remain true as long 
as the war lasts. 


The strategy of concentrating on 
the defeat of Hitler and for a while, 
at least, fighting a delaying action 
against the Japanese was, only in- 
cidentally, an act of will on the 
part of those to whom were en-

4] AUSTRALIA, May 20 (AP).—Two 


Japanese planes were destroyed 
and two damaged on the ground 
and three were shot down yester- 
day in an Allied raid on Koepang, 
Dutch Timor, the high command 
innounced today. Three Allied 
ighter planes are missing. 

The Japanese, continuing to show 
heir resurgence of air activity, 
‘aided Oro Bay, New Guinea, 50 
i1iles below Buna... Nine planes 
vere in the raiding party and anti- 
ircraft downed one. 

Koepang is on the southwestern 
ip of Dutch Timor, some 500 miles 
orthwest of Darwin. 

Long-range fighters—Australian 
jeaufighters—delivered the initial 
\llied punch at dawn, attacking 
2enfoei airdrome. The planes de- 
troyed or damaged aground in- 
‘luded three bombers and a fight- 
©. 

The raiding fighters strafed 
yuildings’ and personnel from tree- 
‘op height. Then Liberator bomb- 
rs came over, starting fires 
among buildings with their bombs. 
Eight Japanese fighters rose to in- 
tercept. In addition to the three 
shot down, two others probably 
were destroyed, 

The enemy’s Oro Bay raiders 
dropped 20 bombs which today’s 
noon communique said fell “in the 
bush or water, causing no damage 
or casualties.” 

Between Buna and Oro Bay in 
the Cape Ward Hunt area, the 
Japanese sent a small force of 
planes which “ineffectively bombed 
Douglas Harbor shortly after 
dawn. ” 

Allied heavy bombers attacked 
the Gasmata airdrome and harbor 
area on the southern tip of New 
Britain and the dispersal areas and 
supply dumps at Cape Gloucester.: 

The Japanese raids on Oro Bay 
and Douglas Harbor occurred 
Tuesday. 

Oro Bay, a picturesque little har- 
bor through which supplies are 
moved into the Buna area, has 
proved something of a Nemesis to 
the enemy’s air force. Tuesday’s 
raid was the first since May 14, 
when the Japanese sent 45 planes 
against Oro Bay and lost 22. 


BENES THINKS WAR’S END 


IN EUROPE LIKELY IN YEAR| 


NEW YORK, May 20 (AP). — 
Expressing the belief that the Eu- 
ropean war would be over within 
a year, President Eduard Benes of 
Czecho-Slovakia said the peace 
conference should not take place 
until a provisional peace is made 
and the war with Japan is ended. 

Benes told the Council on For- 
eign Relations here last night that 
armistice terms must be prepared 
before the end of actual warfare, 
and that the conditions should 
contain provision for settlement of 
disarmament, territorial and raw 
materials questions, The “German 
problem,” he said, can be solved 
by complete eradication of Nazism 
and German surrender of all ter- 
ritory taken by aggression. 

The United Nations must con- 
tinue to function, must win the 
war completely, he said, and then 
must “undertake a military occu- 
pation of al] the enemy territories 
which are of any poliitcal or stra- 
tegic importance whatever.” 


TELLS OF JAPS UNBUCKLING 
PARACHUTES, KILLING SELVES 


KEARNEY MESA, Cal., May 20 
(AP).—Japanese flyers may be 
committing suicide by ridding 
themselves of their parachutes as 
they float toward earth, says Lieut. 
Thomas W. Furlow, a Marine flyer 
who has seen action off Guadal- 
canal and won the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. 

“They'd bail out of their burning 
planes at about 6000 feet, which 
was not unusual,” Furlow told a 
Marine Corps combat correspond- 
ent. “But, at about 5000 feet, 
they’d unbuckle the parachute 
harness and simply jump out. We 
couldn’t understand it unless it 
was a new kind of hara-kiri.” 

Furlow, 23 years old, is from 
Ogden, Ark.

One newly-arrived young couple answered an 

advertisement offering for rent a “quaint English 

basement apartment.” Twelve persons were 

waiting to see the place, which to the casual 

observer lookea like an ordinary basement con- 

verted to “living” quarters. The building fur- 

mace, in fact, was located smack in the center 

of the kitchen, but the effervescent landlady 

explained. that warm weather would soon be 

here, and the furnace would be idle, “sort of 

an ornament.” As she spoke, an ill-tempered 

telephone shrieked intermittently. It was placed 

just outside the living room door, and conven- 

iently served the entire building, the landlady 

explained. The rent was $130 a month. While 

there was no underground blasting, the setting, 

nevertheless, would have made the sub-surface 

dwelling of the play, “My Sister Eileen,” look 
like a luxurious penthouse. 
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BECAUSE OF unprecedented demand for 
rooms, many Washingtonians are not adverse 
to a bit of profiteering. Ceilings are fixed for 
Yentals, but heavy profit is made possible 
through subleasings,.where the sky’s the limit. 
-One helpful young woman offered to sublease 
her tiny Murphy-bed efficiency for $140 a month. 
When the prospective tenant pointed out that 
“thé switchboard operator had volunteered the 
“@nformation that the apartments in the building 
nted for only $42.50—it was in a “poor” section 
. the young woman quickly countered, with real 
»*, indignation: “But look at the great inconvenience 
Paehave to put up with in moving in with a 
2 d while you're here!” Others make a fat 
“profit by taking in roomers, advertising for six 
or eight “Government girls” at $30 monthly a 
head, and often crowding four or more girls in 
one.room. Newspaper advertisements reflect the 
turbulent barter for rooms. The ingenuity of 
some landlords in brushing over inconveniences 
is remarkable. “Semi-private bath” is an oft- 
repeated? phrase, and means anything from a 
bathré shared by two tenants to one patron- 
ized by long queues in the morning rush hour. 
Some ads resemble a row of alphabet blocks, 
probably an offshoot of the Government’s fancy 
for shortened agency designations, Thus “AMI” 
means “all modern improvements,” and LHGF 
is deciphered as “light, heat, gas furnished.” 
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OTHER LANDLORDS are downright inde 
pendent. “If you don’t like dogs, don’t look at 
this apartment,” barked a recent ad, and went 
on belligerently: “Inconvenient location and in- 
convenient to transportation.” “No pets, no drink- 
ing, no parties,” warned another. “Two Waves 
or two Waacs” said another advertiser, and 
right below the same landlord offered rooms 
for “Two sailors or two soldiers,” indicating, no 
doubt, a flair for arranging romance, Even 
apartment-searchers, casting caution to the 
winds, are sometimes particular. They soon 
learn. One man recently advertised for a room 
where he could get “simple, bland” meals. And 
then there was the house-seeker who revealed 
an inexplicable faith in the return of Republican- 
ism. “Republican family here to stay, desires 
four-bedroom unfurnished house at once,” he 
said. Visitors seeking lodging.at hotels often 
are startled when told they'll have to “double-up” 
with a stranger. If they have no reservation 
they usually accept. If they first slip over to 
a telephone and start calling other hotels and 
hotel-apartments, they're apt to be informed, as 
at the seemingly modest Fairfax Hotel, that 
“we're booked up to seven years.” Apartment 
ugits at the Fairfax, incidentally, start at $270 
a month, one caller was told. 
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SERVICES IN WASHINGTON are a special 
headache. A young woman who sought to get 
her hose mended went to three crowded depart- 
ment stores; one clerk said they couldn’t handle 
it unless the hosiery had been bought there, 

sanother store said it would take 10 weeks, and 
the third agreed to “rush it through” in four 
weeks. A man who wanted his watch repaired 
gave up after being told it would take two 

. moriths. To get shoes half-soled takes at least 
@ month, in most cases. Street cars snake along 
slowly in the downtown district, with intermi- 
nable waits at each stop sign—and the electric 
signals seem uniformly unsynchronized. Bus 
drivers are much faster, and appear to have 
become quite inured to toil and trouble. The 
hardy ones who remain are proof positive of the 
“survival of the fittest,” of a sturdier species 
than the harassed driver who suddenly quit his 
packed bus last year and went home. Some 
drivers even wax poetic in the staccato sym- 
phony that is Washington. The other day one 
of them sang this gem as his bus screeched to 
a stop: 

“Well, here we are at Twelfth and L, 
“Just hop right off at the Hotel.”

OOKING into the children’s 
L pockets at night, when the 

clothes for next day are being 
laid out, is a wise practice that all 
mothers should follow. They will 
find it informative and profitable. 
Children put all kinds of things in 
their pockets and carry them to 
and from school, sometimes to 
their great: disadvantage. 

Turn out the pockets in the 

nce of the child ‘exactly as 
ou turn out the sand in his shoes, 
with the same matter-of-fact ges- 
ture.

‘WASHINGTON; Wednesday. 


T was most interesting to see 

the defense housing yesterday at 

Arlington Farms, Virginia. 
These are temporary buildings but 
they are made out of a new mate- 
rial, “cemesto,” which is water- 
proof, fireproof and moderately 
soundproof. It is less than two 
inches thick and made from waste 
material of sugar cane, The girls 
told me that if they kept their 
radios o.. very loud or made much 
noise in their rooms, their neigh- 
bors heard them, but for ordinary 
daily existence, this building mate- 
rial is very successful for inside 
and outside use. At the end of 
every corridor there is a bricked- 
in stairway as a fire safeguard, 
and the girls told me that they 
hold regular fire drills. They have 
an infirmary where they can be 
treated for minor ailments, and 
care of this infirmary is included 
in the rent which they pay. The 
bedrooms looked very attractive. 
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For a single room the cost is 
$24.50 a month, but the double 
room can bring that cost down to 
as low as $16.50 a month, though, 
for the choice ones, it goes up to 
the same price ag the single rooms. 
The cafeteria is quite a little walk 
from the finished dormitory, “Ida- 
ho Hall,” which I saw yesterday. 
Most of the girls tell me that they 
get breakfast and lunch where 


they work and the cafeteria is 
only used for evening meals. 


After leaving there, I saw an- 
other defense housing project for 
colored girls, called “Langston 
Hall.” Here there will be 
buildings, called “Midway” and 
“Wake.” The plan is exactly the 
Same as in Arlington and the 
building material] used is the same. 
It was built by a Negro contractor, 
Mr, Plato, who has built many 
postoffices and Government build- 
ings in the past. He confided in 
me that one difficulty had been 
the foundation, but that he had so 
far found only one crack. There 
will be, in connection with these 
buildings an infiirmary, a social 
center, a recreation building and 

cafeteria, which is a duplicate 
of the set-up in Arlington. 


I also visited two permanent ho- 
tels, one for men and one for wom- 
en, built by the Government to 
meet the shortage in housing for 
colored Government workers. It 
Was encouraging to see them, be- 
cause they are not only well built 
and tastefully decorated, but ex- 
tremely well run. 


I returned home a little later 
than I had expected, but this 
household takes on some of the at- 
tributes of the Prime Minister's 
day while he is here, and he seems 
to find working at night far more 
profitable than working in the 
daytime.

Asparagus Fondue. 

One pound fresh asparagus, three 
cups boiling water, one and one- 
half teaspoons ,salt, evaporated 
milk, two eggs well beaten, one 


tablespoon mincédd onion, one cup | 


grated cheese, two cups fresh 
bread crumbs, one-sixteenth tea- 
spoon paprika. 

Scale and wash asparagus thor- 
oughly, swishing it around care- 
fully in clean water to remove all 
sand and grit. (Cut off coarse ends 
and cook separately for soup stock.) 
Gut the remaining stalks into inch 
lengths, add to the boiling salted 
water, and cook for 30 to 35 min- 
utes or until the asparagus is 
tender. The tips may be added 
after the first 15 or 20 minutes, as 
they do not require such a long 
cooking time. When tender, drain 
off liquid, measure and add enough 
evaporated milk to make two cups. 
Beat the eggs and add to the milk. 
Add the onions, cheese, bread 
crumbs and paprika; heat over hot 
water until cheese is melted, add 
asparagus and pour into a greased 
bread pan (8%x4%x2% inches). 
Bake in a moderate oven (325 de- 
grees) for 30 minutes or until a 
knife inserted im the center comes 
out clean. Four generous servings.

The Doctor on 
Dietary Needs 


Of Old People 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ARTIME rationing finds 
many of our population groups 
in the need of special dietary 
planning. One great group is that 
of the aged, which we may put 
roughly as anybody over 60, 
Certain philosophic misconcep- 
tions should be straightened out in 
any family or community where 
this problem is pressing. The first 
is that people in the old-age groups 
should not be regarded as those 
who have passed their usefulness 
and can be put off with anything 
that is left over. 


Those over 60 constitute a larger 


population group than ever before 


in the history of our country. They 
are still able to do a great deal of 
work and can take the place in 
industry of younger men and wom- 
en who have been called to war 
work—provided they are given good 
nourishment, 


The dominant thought of most 
people about elderly people’s food 
is that they should be abstemious. 
Thig has no scientific foundation 
and is probably directly harmful. 
The picture of the tea-and-toast 
schedule for grandma is outmoded. 


The idea summarized in the 
phrase, “less food for old people,” 
hinges on the fallacy that for 
them energy is so curtailed that 
starches, vegetables, some fat and 
a minimum of protein intake should 
suffice. In that way old people ex- 
ist, but do not live. If we wish to 
make them efficient, we must give 
them a full, well-balanced diet. 

x * * 


ANOTHER FACTOR in the 
problem can be pointed up by com- 
paring infant feeding with old-age 
feeding. The baby has formed no 
food habits; he can be fed the most 
rigorously scientific diet and he 
will take it because he is under 
control. Old people have usually 
formed very definiite food habits, 
prejudices and likes, and if there 
is any one principle in the treat- 
ment of the aged, it is that sudden 
changes: are bad for them. 

Protein, which is most easily ob- 
tained in animal foods—meat, milk 
and eggs—is necessary for elderly 
people at the same ratio ag for 
others: about one gram per kilo 
of body weight, which would be 
for the person of average weight, 
one-sixth pound per day. The idea 
that protein adds to the discom- 
fort of arthritis, chronic rheuma- 
tism or increases the hazards of 
heart disease, high blood —— 
kidney disease and apoplexy has 
long been outmoded. 


Fat, on the other hand, is likely €¢ 
to be harmful in the diseases just ¢ 


mentioned and if there is any one 
particular part of the old-age die- 
tary which should be cut down, it 
is in the ee 9a a fat. 


THE FOLLOWING dietary sug- 
gestions for the old have just been 
published by the American Medical 
Association 


“Elderly people should start the 
with a good breakfast. It 
ould include some substantial 
protein, and whatever else de~ 
pends on body weight and activity. 
“Elderly people should eat fat 
sparingly, evenas the middle-aged 
should use it cautiously. 
“Tea and coffee are useful stim- 
ulants. 
“Food and water (hot drink) 
taken at regular intervals revive 
the old. Food is the best sleep pro- 
ducer, even though early wakeful- 
ness follows. 7 
“Hunger lessens as age ad- 
vances. Condiments, broth and 
relishes have a definite place. 
“Vitamin storage begins to fail 
with age. We are able to compen- 
sate for these losses with vitamins 
(fruit juices, green vegetables), 
iron (spinach), calcium (milk) 
and a balanced diet.”

| Don’ + Give Up on Your Victory Garden 


OW about frogs or fish for 
the backyard food cam- 
paign?” is the general 


theme of many of the gardeners 
who have struggled with spading 
and seeding and now are “washed 
out!” Their beans have washed 
down into the carrot rows and the 
kale ig coming up, along with the 
weeds, between the peas. The 
planting calendar has been 
“drowned out.” Tomatoes, corn 
and the many popular members of 
the cucumber family couldn’t beat 
the rain to the garden rows. Some 
gardeners have been luckier than 
others, but none of us hereabouts 
has a kind word for the weather. 

The farmer and truck gardeners 
have seen brown torrents sweep 
over their fields and fill up their 
rich bottom lands, covering over 
all the new green. Cost of seeds 
and labor are big items in their 
production. The replanting and 
delay bring dire difficulties. Lets 
face all the facts and we will real- 
ize that our backyard plots are 
more important than ever. With 
the probability of smaller quanti- 
ties of produce in the markets, 
let’s find out how we can surmount 
the difficulties. 

What can we do? First, be sure 
that our garden soil does not be- 
come water-logged: Drainage <an- 
als deep and wide enough to carry 
off even two and three inch rains 
should be dug. Plants will drown 
if the water stands in puddles over 
the roots for many hours. 

Secondly, be ready with care- 
fully thought out planting ‘plans 
and the seeds, so you can go to 
work as soon as the ground is in 
condition again. Where part of a 
row has washed out, you may want 
to transplant thinnings, set in 
cabbage,. broccoli or a tomato 
plant. If a whole row has washed 
out, replanting is in order. You 
may be able to rescue some of the 
“wash-out” seedlings and bring 
them back to their places in the 
rows, 

From now on, let’s give ag much 
space as possible to the vegetables 
that give the biggest returns in 
food value. Beet tops, broccoli 
(from plants), turnip greens, col- 
lards, mustard greens, chard and 
kale, planted when the ground 
turns friable again, should be 
ready for the table within 35 to 40

You can seed the out of 
doors, in thoroughly cultivated 
soll, Since a three-foot row will 
give you all the seedlings you could 
possibly want for transplanting, as 
well as plenty of plants to give 
your gardening friends, it will be 
inexpensive and worthwhile to add 
some peat moss to the seed row. 
When you transplant, allow five 
or six-inch spacing. You couldn't 
make a more attractive choice for 
bordering flower gardeng or rose 
beds, or for a window box, than 
the delicate, curling greenery of 
parsley. 

Here’s a hint on hurrying up our 
planting, once the soil is friable 
again. A 12 to 24-hour soaking of 
seeds before planting shortens ger- 
mination time, But, and this is 
important, don’t take a chance on 
soaking the seed unless you can 
be sure of the weather and your 
time schedule. Too long a soak- 
ing may cause rot, mildew or 
sprouting. The first two mean 


seed wasted. The last is all right 
if you plant with extreme care 60 
that the sprout is not injured. 

It’s a good idea to start the 
cucumber family indoors in pots, 
atrawberry baskets or paper pots. 
That's something to keep you busy 
now. Don’t attempt to fill your 
pots with the mucky outdoor dirt. 
Get some from a florist and mix 
it with a small quantity of peat 
moss. This not only gives you & 
head start but it’s a sure protection 
against both the striped and spot- 
ted cucumber beetles that are dire 
enemies of young cucumber, 
equash and melon plants. 

Soak the soil around the plants 
and take care to transplant them 
without disturbing the soil around 
the roots, that’s a “must.” In out- 
door planting from seeds or plants, 
it’s wise to offer sure protection 
against the beetles for a week or 
so, at the least. Use “Hotkaps” 
purchased from the seedstore, or 
make small tents of some cloth, 
like unbleached muslin, with a 
stick for a center ridge pole. 
Whichever you use, be sure it fits 
into the ‘earth all around, so the 
beetles can’t get in. The com- 
mercial growers make special tents 
with frame as well as ridge pole; 
it’s a strange sight to see a field 
with its rows of little tents, like 
a miniature barracks. 

As soon as you can walk in your 
garden without sinking ankle deep 
in mud, go after the insects by 
hand-picking. Insecticides are use- 
less in this kind of weather; they'd 
wash off in the first pelting down-
